Bob Pope, n white man of bad character, 
and his 6on. efeve« y ears, were shot dead 
while riding Iron*. Cumming s miil to their 
home in Ham pton county , 
S. C. The mur- j 
derer is suppose« ] to bea white man. 
Herr Zimmer, editor of a newspaper pub­ 
lished in Breslau, has l*en sentenced to im­ 
prisonment for two y eurs for an insulting 
reference to Emperor William in commenting 
on his m ajesty ’s labor rescripts. 
Charles J. Stephens, a letter distributor in 
the Chicag o postoffice, was arrested for rob­ 
bing the mails.

Meeting him on the public street, 
both beg an firing , and three shots entered 
Henderson's body , one passing throug h his 
stomach. The neg ro's wounds will provefutal. 
Last October Enoch Crosley , a prominent 
roung business man, was shot down in cold 
blood one nig ht on thestreet in Tacoma, lu 
the preliminary examination of the three sus­ 
pects, Bichard Murray , Frederick Hoy t and 
Georg e Stowe, th elatter confessed th a t H oy t 
shot Crosley . No motive is known for the 
deed, as the corpse was not robbed. 
The 
confession caused g reat indig nation, and the 
g uard over the prisoner has beeu doubled. 
William Seeley Hopkins was hang ed a t 
Baltimore for the murder of his wife and 
mother-in-law. 
When the drop fell the rope 
brg ke and the condemned man was ag ain 
fastened up. The drop fell succewafully the 
second time. la 1887 Hopkins married Mag ­ 
g ie Wig amen. For a y ear they lived happily , 
hut Hopkins because jealous nnd finally left 
liis wife, who returned to her home.

1 A double shooting affray pecurred a t Sau­ 
g us, a small station on I lie Southern Pacific 
railroad in California. 
D. Cook and Georg e 
Waltham wereeng ng edin hauling wood, and 
while passing a cabin occupied by W, A. 
Gardner and W. S. Carmichael, the latter 
two opened fire with revolvers ami a Win­ 
chester. 
W altham was instantly killed and 
Co©’- received wounds which resulted in his 
death within eig ht hours. The trag edy was 
the outcome of a dispute about land. The 
murderers escaped. 
Miss Lizxie Cowan of M iddleburj, Conn., 
ag ed twenty , a handsome and popular school 
tsacher, was brutally assaulted while on her 
way from school just after dark, and her in­ 
juries are believed to be serious. After reg ain 
inir consciousness she could not identify her 
assailant, she said, but, after one Dan Web­ 
ster, a worthless fellow, who bad been idling 
about town, was arrested on suspicion, she 
positively identified him by his voice. There 
is much excitement in Middlebury over the 
assault. 
Webster has confessed to the terri­ 
ble deed, and was tried and bound 
o ver: 
Mark A. Baren, a Chicag o g ambler, was 
shot and dang erously wounded by Charles 


Hatfield,

Georg e Clark, convicted as one of the mur­ 
derers ol William McCauslund, the Alleg heny 
City drover, was hang ed a t Way nesburg h, 
Pa. The crime for which Clark was hang ed 
was the murder of William McClnusland, a 
drover of Aleg heny City , on Kept. 10, 1887. 
Eig ht persons were indicted for complicity in 
the crime. 
Six of these were Clarks. 
Fourof 
the 
prisoners 
were convicted. 
Benjnmin 
(lark confessed, implicating Georg e Clark. 
Jam es Neff and Znchari Tay lor. 
Neff was 
g ranted a new trial and nrq uitted. 
Tay lor 
will be executed April 9. The evidence upon 
which conviction was secured was circum­ 
stantial. Georg e Clark was thirty -six y ears 
old. 
Frank W. Bitterly , a mining man from Col­ 
orado, formerly of Glens Falls, N. Y., shot 
himself throug h the head in his room a t Hel­ 
ena, Mont., es the result of a q uarrel with a 
womnn with whom he bad lived for several 
y ears, and who deserted him 
for another 
man. He threnteued to shoot her first* hut 
she escaped nnd called the police, who were 
a t his door to arrest him when the shot was 
fired. 
He was a man about thirty y ears old. 
He came to Helena last July , having just re­ 
turned from a trip in Euro|» e with the wom­ 
an. The whole top of liis lieud « us blown 
off, and his brains were scattered over the 
walls and furniture. 
Word was received from Toledo, Wash., 
th a t Sheriff Deg ler had arrested Silcott, the 
defaulting cashier of the serg eant-at-arm s of 
the house o'representatives, and was on the 
way with him to Chehalis. 
The suspected 
man came to Toledo nearly a month ag o. 
lie acted very strang ely , and claimed to be 
a railroad man. He was very uncommuni­ 
cative, and his actions aroused considerable 
suspicion.

Dick Hawes was hang ed nt Birming ham, 
Ala., for the murder of his wife and tw ochil 
drew. He left n writteu conVssion and asked 
th at it be published. He stated that be wos 
( g uilty and suffered justly . 
The crime to r 
which Richard It. 11awe* paid the penalty 
with his life was the murder of his wife and 
two children, May and Irene. On Tuesday 
morujng , Dec. 4, 1888, the body of May was 
found floating ip au artificial lake. On the 
same day it was learned th a t Huwes had 
l**en married to Miss May Storey at Colum­ 
bia, Miss. 
He was arrested the same nig ht, 
while passing throug h Birming ham, on his 
way to Georg ia, to spend his honey moon. 
He identified the body of his child, but stated 
th at hs had l>een divorced from his wife and 
th at she hud g one away . 
The lake whs 
drained and the bodies of Mrs Huwes and 
little Irene, heavily weig hted with railroad 
iron, were found on the bottom 
The hndir.g 
of Mrs. Hawes’ cor]*» *e inflame« ] the public 
mind to a state of frenrj. 
All efforts of the 
press of the city an<! the public authorities 
to allay the ex« *itement were futile. 
The 
jail was stormed by 10,000 persons deter­ 
mine« ] to ly nch the murderer. The sheriffor- 
dem l them tc halt, but the mob replied with 
cries of derision, and pressed forward. 
The 
order was g iven to the g uard to fire, and a 
volley resulted in the killing of ten persons 
and the wounding of many more. The spirit 
of the mob was broken, and it never re­ 
turned to the attack.

The house passed the bill authorizing the 
appointment of two delegates to the inter­ 
national con'erence for the protection of in­ 
dustrial property, to be held at Madrid, 
Spain, April j. 
By a vote of 129 to 24, the house to-day 
refused to strike out the first section of the 
house bill, which is a substitute to the sen­ 
ate bill, fixing the boundaries of Oklahomn 
territory so as to include the Cherokee Out­ 
let. 
Representative Gifford to-day presented 
memorials from South Dakota legislature 
favoring the opening of the Fort Kartdali 
military reservation; one favoring the rati­ 
fication of the treaty with tiie Sisseton and 
Wahpeton Indians, and one in favor of 
making a national hospital of the Soldiers’ 
hospital at Hot Springs, Ark. 


In the senate Mr. Chandler presented a {»*• 
tition from Cnion county, Ark., representing 
that at the state election there in Septeml» er, 
18*8, a systematic reign of terror prevailed; 
that armed and reckless molts parade« ] the 
county night und day. terrorizing whites and 
shooting and whipping colored voters; that 
schools and churches had been demoralized 
and ballot boxes enrried off; and asking lor 
the protection guaranteed by the constitu­ 
tion. 
A senate special committee is trying to find 
out how newspaper rnen secure their reports 
of secret sessions, but is meeting with poor 
success.

cealment for surreptitious use at 
opportune moments; the “spy,” a 
convex mirror as large as a silver 
half dollar, with a pin on the lower 
side, which can be stuck in a con­ 
venient position for reflecting the 
cards os dealt; an ingenious little 
contrivance for making cards, and 
other

to 
mention. The reporter succeeded in 
getting hold of one of the “wizzard’s” 
confidential circulars to customers in 
which he says: “There is only one 
sure way to win at cards, and that is 
to get the tools to work with and then 
to use them with discretion, which is 
the secret of all gambling and the 
way that all gamblers make their 
money.”

But what 
a lesson it teaches to the credulous 
fools who imagine that they can play 
with professional gamblers and beat 
them at their own game.

In answer to an 
legister headed 
“Wants to Know yon Know,” I will 
do the host I can to let ‘‘Enquirer” 
know yon know. If the correspond­ 
ent would sign his name to the 
article, yon know, I could better 
estimate his calibre and would the 
better “Know, yon Know,” how much 
space in your valuable paper would 
be required. My first reference for 
my friend will be to chapter 189, sec. 
3, general laws of 1889, and where he 
will find that the county commission­ 
ers of Cass county have nothing to 
do with the tax levy, nor with the 
taxes that are collected, expect one 
mill per acre for road and bridge 
purposes and two mills per (IOO as a 
school fund. The county, until the 
spring of 1889, has been assessed by 
Crow Wing county officers and other 
men not known to me. The work 
has been done by the job and in a way 
—please tell us how. Consequently 
the property was never rated at any­ 
thing near its value. Property owned 
by 
speculators and non-residents 
has been rated very low and people 
who live in our county have been 
rated for all the law would allow and 
in some case more. This is not equal 
rights and if we cannot have justice 
let’s turn tho matter partly around 
and give the settler the benefit of low 
valuation. I find the best horses in 
Southern Minnesota would outsell 
our Cass county horses IOO per cent, 
and still their assessed valuation is 
not more than 60 per cent and other 
property in proportion, (big fish swal­ 
low the little ones,) “you know, you 
know.” 
• 
If you look the matter up you will 
find for the year 1889, Cass county 
was divided into five assessor's dis­ 
tricts, and residents of Cass county 
were appointed as assessors. The 
result was not as beneficial as was 
anticipated, but on the whole we may 
congratulate ourselves that the money 
paid for assessing was paid to Cass 
county residents and the work done 
by them. If “Enquirer” will pause 
for a moment and think whether our 
county is stagnant or not—if so it is 
not worth organizing,—-but on the 
other hand it is growing in assessed 
valuation, homesteaders are proving 
up, speculators and actual settlers 
are buying land, and it all tends to 
increase valuation, “you know, you 
know.” The county officers have 
levied the one mill road and bridge 
tax this year for the first time ana I 
am informed there are some bonds 
maturing which were issued to build 
the bridge across the Mississippi 
river, and the State tax upon the 
increased valuation all pot together 
tend to make taxes higher. 
To show 
a comparison between the two years 
we will state that in 1888 the tax 
levy was 7 mills upon an assessed 
valuation of $1,549,366, tho total tax 
being $10,845.35; in 1889 the rate was 
9 and three-tenths mills upon an 
assessed valuation of $1,357,122, the 
tax being $12,021.23. 
“Rumor says Iota”—mid we know 
there is money in houses and lots, but 
what school money there is at Gull 
River was there before the board of 
county 
commississioners 
of Cass 
county were elected and qualified, 
and we consider it safe in the 
hands of T. J. Nary who has given 
bonds for twice tho amount of school 
money in his possession, and can 
further state that the teachers can, j 
get their pay ai the end of each 
month by presenting their order to 
Mr. Nary. If we were to take the 
money and deposit it with the county 
treasurer it would be drawn by the 
teachers as other funds and obtained 
by presenting bills to the commission­ 
ers, who would audit and allow it, 
and when they met again the auditor 
would be obliged to make the order 
out, the board sign it and then the 
teacher sign 
it 
and 
present it 
in person or pay some shark $1.00 
for collecting it from the treas­ 
urer, and more probably sell the 
order for 90 cents on the dollar, “you 
know, you know.” 
You say in other counties of the 
state a financial statement is publish­ 
ed. Yes, I agree with you, but those 
counties are organized, the statutes 
provide for it, and the commission- 
eres are allowed to use county funds 
to pay for publishing. 
If our official paper or any other will 
donate the space and wish a state­ 
ment, we invite him to call upon the 
auditor who you will find a very 
accommodating gentleman. I will 
answer your last question by asking 
another—“How can 
Crow Wing 
county claim territory which does not 
belong to them,” the case has been 
appealed to tho supreme court. In 
conclusion, if you have any questions 
to ask I shall be too happy to ac­ 
commodate you to the best of my 
ability and you will always find my 
signature attached.

On the 
same day it wa* learned th a t Hawes had 
lx*en married to Mis* May Storey at Colum­ 
bia, Miss.

He identified the body of his child, but stated 
th a t h# had been divorced from bis wif# and 
th at she had gone away. 
The lake wa* 
drained and the bodies ot Mrs Hawes and 
little Irene, heavily weighted with railroad 
iron, were found on the bottom 
The finding 
of Mrs. Hawes’ »-orp*e inflamed the public 
mind to a state of frenzy. 
All efforts of the 
press of the city and the public authorities 
to allay the exritement were futile. 
The 
jail wa* stormed by 10,000 person# deter­ 
mined to lynch the murderer. The eheriffor- 
dered them to bait. but the mob replied w ith 
cries of derision, and pressed forward. The 
order wa* given to the guard to fire, und a 
volley resulted in the killing of ten persons 
and the wounding of many more. The spirit 
of the mob was broken, and it never re 
turned to the attack.
